“The administration of the Province has been 
firmly and judiciously conducted by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, who has recently received from Her 
Majesty a well-earned mark of distinction, 


“The native states have been well governed 
4 the worthy and distinguished representatives 
of the princely houses whom I see assembled 
here to-day, 

“A treaty of friendship and commerce has been 
concluded with the Ameer of Kashgar which, by 
the cordial co-operation of the Maharaja of Cash- 
mere, will benefit trade. 

_ “The Lieutenant-Governor has given his atten- 
tion to the opening of a new trade route to 
Afghanistan with every prospect of success, 


“The value of communication by Railway has 
shown by the large quantities of grain which 
Were sent last year out of the abundance of this 
Province to Bengal and Behar, where the crops 
failed. The Railway through Sind to the seaport 
of ee is being rapidly constructed, and 
will. provide an additional outlet for the produce 
of the Panja .

“The increase of. wealth and prosperity has 

made it necessary to add to the strength gf the» 
Civil Administration. This will give to the prin- 

cipal officers more time to acquire a personal 

knowledge of their districts and ‘ie afford greater 

opportunities for the honorable employment under 

Government of the well-educated natives. of the 

province, 


“There are some matters which, although they 
concern distant parts of India, may be interesting 
to you. 


“The affairs of the State of Baroda have for 
some time caused considerable anxiety. The 
attempt recently made to poison Colonel Phayre, 
the representative of the British Government, was 
a most serious event, which demanded full and 
immediate enquiry. A Commission was accord- 
ingly appointed, upon which to my great. satis« 
faction the Maharaja of Gwalior and the Maha. 
raja of Jeypore are serving. The Commission 
have not yet made their report ; I shall therefore. » 


abstain from any further remarks upon this 
subject. 


“A difference has arisen between the British 
Government and the King of Ava, who, contrary 
to the assurances previously given by his Ministers, 
hus claimed authority over the country of Western 
Karenee, which adjoins Her Majesty’s Dominions, 
and has always been recognised as independent by 
the British Government. I have charged Sir 
Douglas Forsyth with a mission to Mandalay, 
and I trust that the question, although it has 
assumed a serious aspect, may eventually be ami- 
cably settled, 


“ These events affect but small portions of Her 
Majesty’s Indian territories, and do not interfere. . 
with the general tranquillity and prosperity of the 
Empire. » 

“Tt will be my grateful duty to represent to the 
Queen the loyal reception with which I have been 
greeted as Her Representative by all classes in this 
city. I have received Her Majesty’s commands 
to express the deep interest which she takes in the 
welfare of all her subjects, and the cordial friend- 
ship which she entertains towards the Princes and 
Chiefs of India, 


“ Tt affords me particular pleasure to be able *to 
make the announcement that His Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales, the heir to the British Throne, 
intends to visit India next winter. His Royal High- 
ness has long cherished the desire of becoming per- 
sonally acquainted with this portion of the Empire, 
and I am sure that the Princes and people of India 
will welcome him in such a manner as will show 
their loyalty to the Throne, and their attachment 
to the British Government.”

10. In the meantime, from information received, it was ascertained beyond a doubt, 
the last remaining captive, a little girl, was in the village of “ Dilling” to the north-east 
Pakfi’s. She had been exchanged by Tagun Gam, whose village is situated to the south of the 
Missa Purbut, and who took an active part in the raid on Amtolla, for a boy of his, who had 
been carried away by Boya Gam, resident of “ Oompoong” beyond Paktfi’s village. Boya Gam 
had, in his turn, exchanged her for a girl who was in the possession of one of the Chiefs 
of “ Dilling.” 


11, Tagun Gam was summoned to appear before me, and he readily did so, As a pre- 
cautionary measure the son of Boya Gam was seized in “ Oompoong” and retained os a 
hostage, the two men concerned in the exchange of the girl being told that they were to 
recover her, failing which, the son of Boya would not be released. They both agreed to 
proceed to “ Dilling” with mithans and gongs to ransom her; but I now have reason to doubt 
their having used their best endeavours in the matter. However, as I fully believed, at the 
time, that the girl would have been given up, I remained at No. 6 Camp until the 7th February, 
when feeling sure that she would not be surrendered, unless the force advanced, I marched on 
“Dilling,” which proved to be much further than I had anticipated, and which was not reached 
until the afternoon of the 10th, A very short time after the force arrived above the village, 
where it encamped, the girl was brought into camp, and delivered up unconditionally, The . 
following morning the force retraced its steps. The weatber had been very unfavorable, and 
there were some very high hills to cross over, one 7,695 feet above the sea level, but all the men 
were in good spirits, and there was no sickness whatever. A

Having been directed by the Brigadier-General Commanding the Duffla Field Force 
fo report upon the conduct of the officers and men of the Transport Corps during the late

will also be restored to him.
